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Appleton's Journal has the following:

"The thentres of Yeddo, the famons capital
of Japan, are nearly all gathered in the great
B UATS of 'iamnnta, the most thr:mgm loy
cality of the city, There are from twenty to
thirty places of amusement, large and suall
~thentros for buffoons, jugglers, narrators of
legends, and the actors of farces and historie
masquerades, besides one or two Olympio cir-
cuses. On the sides of the square, nt the
entrances to the public gardens, and along
the promenades, planted with trees, there are
any number of little rostaurants, light booths,
and shods, devoted to recreations of a lighter
charaoter, auch ns those that characterize
German beer-gardens or English concert-

The  mmterials of which these
are built are everywhere the gamo—all light
and very destroeti But, if the buildings
are uniform and simple in their construction,
not so the devices to secure patronage. 'rom
facade to facnde there is an incredible luxury
of posters, signs, pictures, and banners, of
the most brilliant colors, displayed, The
oriers, ou their part, add to all these allure-
ments the charms of a florid and indefatiga-
ble eloquence, with an sssorted acoompani-
ment of big drums, tamborines, fifes, and
trumpets, o principal spectacles annonnoe
themselves, to a distance, by means of high,
Square towers, which are, in reality, noth
more than bamboo eages, covered with oil
paper.

The Japanese theatre is largely modelled
upon the Chinese, both dramatists and netors
baing mere or less controlled by the couven-
tional methods of their masters of the Oelos-
tial orupire. But, if Japancse actors are in-
forior as artists, and the Japancse drama is
not equal in literary merit to that of that of
the Chinese, the performances in the theatres
of the former are superior in a poetic point of
view, being characterized by grealor sim-
plicity, more ion, and greater fidelity o
nature. In China, the sudience witness the
repressntation, and judge the performers,
while in Japan the audience take purt in the
representation, and become, in some messure,
the rivals of the performers, The dramatic
authors of Yeddo write chioflyfor the theatres
of their own city; from these their picoes
soon find their way to the other cities of the
empire. The tronpes of comedinns of Asaksa
spend their vacations in travelling in the

rovinees, like the troupes of athletes of
H{ondjo. They are composed of men exclu-
gively. Women are only employed on the
Japanese stage as dancers in the grand opera.

The great theatre of Japun 1s the Sibaia,
which presents one of the most interesting
curiosities m the world, It is the theatre,
{m‘)‘ exaellener, of the middle classes of Japan,
ab it ativacts also many of the coolies and of
the other lower orders. All who, in the sooinl
goale, are nbove the middle elasses, either
abstain entirely from going to the theatre, or
have boxes, provided with a grating, to sepa-
rate them from the rdsl of the auditorinm,

Among the crowds that assemble in the
neighborhood of tho theatres at the hour of
the parade, it is rave that & man is seen with
two sabres—the mark of noble rank. It is nob
that a Bamaurai may not be seen here and
there among the common peopls, but he is
careful to guard the strictest (ncognito. A
nobleman (naibown), disguised and without
arms, can go almost anywhere without com-
promisiog his dignity, although he muy be
recognized.

The grand parade always takes place just
before sundown. On a sort of platform, at
the right and left of the theatre door, a dele-
gation of the company appear, in ordinary
oitizens' costume, and harangue the multitude,
announcing the snbjects of the pieces for the
evening, and enlarging on the superior merits
of the principal artists to whom their inter-

retation is intrusted. Mo this exordinm,
Selivered with becoming emphasis, succeads
a series of hackneyed witticisms, more or less
mimicry, and an exhibition of the grand art
of mnnipul.ntin? the incvitable fan. The lan-
tems are now lighted, and a ovier sings out,
nt the top of his shrill voice, **Walk in, gen-
tlemen! Walk in, ladies! Secure your places;
now is the moment: we are about to begin!”
No one, however, is in any haste to profitby
this pressing invitation: ‘the speclacle in the
street operating as a powerful counter-attrac-
tion. 'I'wo or three rows of smell lanterns,
suspended in front of the building, do their
share toyard enlivening the scene, while,
near the doors, there are enormous oblong
lanterns, so placed as to throw their light on
large wooden posters, containing inscriptions
and rude paintings. representing the princi.
pal scenes of the pioces, Bome of these
wooden posters are a8 high as the building
itself, L‘mh theatre has its arms and ¢olors,
which are made to ornament its signs,

banners, and lanterns, and, in
gigantic proportions, three xides of a sort
of belvedere, or square tower, on the top of

the edifice. All the buildings adjoining those
of the Sabaia are ocoupied by restaurants,
and rival the theatre in external decoration,
not in the extent of ornament, but in its
artistic merit. This decoration consists
nsually of such paintings and sculptiire as
the mname of the establishment snggests,
“Phere 'is & westaurant of the Foussi-Yama,
another of the Rising Sun, of the Merchant
Junk, of the Crane, of the Two Lovers, ete,
But. it is thoe to enter the theatre. We
ascend the wooden stairs that lead to the se-
eond gallery, An ushdr opens a spacious box
for us, and his servant brings, on a salver,
saki, tea, cakes, candies, pipes, tobacco, and
& brasero, ‘The suditorimns of the Japanese
theatres are usually oblong in form, with two
tiers, the plages in the upper being consi.
dered more desirable. In this tier, there ave
& good many Indies in graude toilotte, that is,
immersed up to their ears in their crape
robes gnd silk mantles. Uhe lower gallery is
ocgupied only by men. There are no foot-
Tights, nor is there auy orchestra.  The par-
seen from a distanee, resembles a ohiess-
ard, being div:m int;hvmnp:nrtmantu of
j places . « The greater part
0# them are rented by 'tzhe year to
weoll-to-do families, who ocoupy them with
their ohildren: and their visitors, when they
have suy, from the provinces.

In the meantime, the crowd manifesta & oer-
tain degree of impatience; thoe monotony of
the socene, however, is brokeu by an altaroa-
tion, enlivened with some blows, among »
purky of coolien;, who ooonpy ond of the oo
pariments direotly before the ourtain, The
notors interfere, in order to restore lorder,
some of them thrusting their heads throngh
the holes that long nse has made in the Ohi-
neso charaoters, while others orawl nnder the
eurtain, Order in woon re-established, The
coolies themsclyes mount npont the stage st
the invitation of the comediang, who secm to
assign them positions, or give them a task to
perform, and, indeed, it 18 with the aid of
their sturdy arms that the heavy ourtain is

Often, during the ballet, akecols, the
squatted down on the long platforms or stage-
extensions, profit by the proximity of the
spectators to have them extingnish the can-
dle of their little chandeliers, which any of
them are ready enough to do with their fin-
gers. It would be impossible to imagine an
andience possessed of more snimation and
good nature.  In  their representations of
domestic comedies it i8 not unusoal to see
the andience intorrupt the actors with obser.
vations and replies. Both parties do what
they can to insure the success of the evening,
and to contribute to the genoral enjoyment,

The green-room and the wings of the Ori-
ental theatres offer as much to interest the
observing foreigner as the representation
itself, and the aundience assembled to witness
it, Men only are seen there, except now and
then the wives of some of the artists or a
waiting woman who gerves refreshments.  In
the midst of the general disorder that pre-
vails, we soon distinguish certain groups that
have their especial eharacteristios, Heare are
the musicians, partaking of some refresh.
ments; there are two comedians, rehearsing
the attitudes and gestures that, in a fow min-
utes, are to excite the admiration of the spee-
tulors. Another sits on the floor baefore a
mirror, and paints his face or adjusts a fe-
male head-dress, while at his side stands a
voung devil, who has thrown his mnsk, his
horns, and mane back on his shoalders, and
is using his fan energetically. On the opposite
side of the room, the Seigneur Matamore
may, perhaps, be soen, tranguilly smoking his
pipe, in a vircle of buffoons,

Theories of Earthquakes.
Our last letter from Lima gives a Iddicrous
picture of the affect of a savant's prediction.
A Catholie clergyman in Leipsie, the Rev,
Mr. Falb, editor of the Sivius, a scientific
journal, foretold that. about the close of
Beptember, Pern and Fonador would be over-
whelmed by a tremendous earthgunake. The
asgertion, confidently wade, turns all Lima
out of doors in terror at a loss almost as
serions as that of a real earthquake. The
theory on which Father Falb founded his
pru?hocy is, that the phenomena of earth-
qjuales are prodnced by the influence of the
mwoon and other celestial bodies on the masses
of water within onr planet. We are inclined
to think he meant, instead, the attraction of
the woon and sun on the igneons masses of
the enrth’s interior. 'The fact that in the last
days of Beptember the earth was nearer to
the sun and woon than for many vears past,
and the attraction of these two
bodies was accordingly auginented, gave great
color of support to Mr, Falb's theory. The
earthquake, being expected, declined to come,
and science is nibbling its fingers again over
the laws of this strange phenomenon. To the
prediction of comets and eclipses we shall
doubtless one day add that of phenomena
which now baffle us. We already foretell the
recurrence of the *‘shooting stars” of August
and November; and, with more attention, we
may, in accordance with Redfield's theory,
predict the fearful hurricane which desolates
annually our American coast. Theories as to
the cause of earthguakes are innumerable.
Their primary canse, as well as their mtimate
nabure, is no more known than their relations
to the whole of atmosphero-terrestrial phe-
nomena. The ancient pﬁuownhers attrilinced
earthquakes to ordinary air which was blazing

in the bowels of the earth. This
air epgulfed in cavities of the
earth 18 condensed into clouds, is

compressed, nccmuulates, is loosed, revolves
giroularly, ot in a whirlwind, and, finding
vent, escapes with a erash by terribly shaking
the ground. Such is one of the first theories
sustuined by Anaximander, Anaxagoras, Avis-
totle, and even Seneca, with others as re-
powned. All we oan say al present is, that
earthquakes naturally belong to dynamio
phenomena, while in their origin _z'rorlliu
electra-chemicn]l actions must play either a
primary’ or secondary part, & ground is
ghaken by a system of waves of diverse kinds,
According to the mode of first impulsion,
these are sent from the interior to the out-
side of the eaxrth's crust, and eice cersn, a8
well as to a certain depth of the heated mass
below., The idea of comparing the progress
of carthquakes to sonorous waves was first
proposed by Dr. Young, and sustained by
Gay-Lussac. .

Maony pbil(mnpbm'r; of antiguity, and
swong thau Pliny, compated carthquakes to
subterranean 'thunders. Dr. Btukeéley read
Lefore the Royal Society of London, in 1750,
memoirs in whish he held that eleotricity was
the canse of enrthquakes. Beocarin was of
the same opinion. Hyacinthe Coggo, who
compiled & journal of the shocks felt at

Lj

aotions taking place in the heat of the globs.
No one in ignorant that there is in different
strata of the earth’s orust a rich deposit of
snbstances produced by electro-chemicnl
action; that there are liguids in cirenlation,
and moetallic masses, oapable of exciting elec:
trio ourrenta.  As M. Becquerat has already
shown, there aexists in most torrestrial
formations substanees whose alteration by
atmospheric agents and water produces eloc-
tric effeots like the water we obtain with
zine. . Of all the theories proposed on the
subjoct, that of M. Alexin Perrey seems to
be the best founded and well observed. At
the timo when the Academy of Soionoes in
Parig, in 1854, made a favorable raport
on the Iabors of M. Perrey, this
savant had collected and diseussed soven
thonsand observations for the first half of
this century. The conclusions from his work
are these:—First, that the frequency of earth-
quakes inorenses towards the syzigies (pointa
ol the earth's orbit nearest the sun); second,
that their frequency inoreases also in the
neighborhood of the moon's perigree (point
of its orbit noarest the earth), and diminishes
towards the apogee (the point of its orbit fur-
thest removed); third, that earthquake shocks
are more frequent when the moon is in the
vicinity of the meridian than when it is re-
moved ninety degrees, Every other ocause
which tends to diminish the enormous pres-
sure suffered by the central mass of the globe
may act equally, and at the same time with
the aotion of the moon and sun. For example,
the sun’s beat by rarifying the atmospheric
strata touds to diminish their pressure, and
the centrifugal force of the cyclone of hurri-
eanes tends equally to exercise an ascensional
asotion on the central mass, M, Huomboldt
believed that we must attribute to the reac-
tion of vapors submitted to enormous pres-
sure in the interior of the earth all shoocks
which agitate it

From this rapid glance at the principal
theories in relation to earthquakes, it is easy
to see that they turn around a fixed principle
of which the forms of interpretation alone
vary. Al present we may say that theory
reposes on one side, according to the re-
genrches of M. Perrey, upon the attractive
foree of the moon and the sun exerted on the
central fiery mass of our planet; and on the
other npon the chemical or probably electro-
chemical action produced by the contact of
componnds, solid, liquid, or gaseous, in the
coentre of the earth, influenced by atmos-
pheric agents, In this respeoct, the late re-
searches of M. Ch. Sainte Claire Deville upon
the analysis of voloanic emanations have
great value.—N, ¥, Dribune,
